| Foreigner Arrives From | 
War-Wrecked Waichow | 


The only foreigner in Waichow during the Japanese 
siege of October 12 to 16 has arrived safely in Hongkong 


through Sheung Shui. 


He reached British territory late 


on Tucsday,afternoon ‘after three days’ trek overland. 


In on exclusive Interview with ‘an 
S.C. M, Post representative yester- 
day this foreign resident said that 
when he left Walchow Inst Sunday 
morning systematic looting had ‘nl- 
tendy begun, all houses and shops 
belng forced open os well ag 
churches, 


Hé Sescribed how he was nallow- 


‘Jed to move: about ‘freely. within the 


‘besieged city, and finally got through 
the: ten, miles of Japanese Mints to 
Chinese octupled territory. He- did 
not realise the extent of the cvacun- 
tion of the pcoplc 
that proctleally everybody from the 
country ten to twenty miles on 
elther sido of the march of the fn- 
vader hod. left, It was very seldom 
that even one person could be seen 
along the highway. Not a chicken, 
cow or hog seemed to. remain. 
Even small calves were driven into 
Walchow city benring the Japancse 
guns and ammunition. 


Communications Cat 


Continuing he sald; “After reach- 
ing the Chen Kong bus statlon, ten 
miles south-west of Waichow, I 
continued towards Cheungmuktau, 
but still. along the horizon toward 
Buddha Poss (Fut-tsz-au) and Tam- 
shut was stlhouctted a line of Infan- 
try, cavalry, mounted guns, cte., 
bound for the new base in Waichow. 
Incidentally the bus station was In 
complete ruins and the open space 
nbout furnished a convenient resting 
place for the marchers, who had 
severnl armoured tanks with them. 


“Finally reaching Tung Kok Creek, 


“Tatteen miles down the Cheurgmuk- 


tau rond, I found o Japanese acro- 
plane grounded, which the villagers 
sald wrecked itself by diving too 
low while attacking the concrete 
bridge. The bridge, however was 
broken in the middle by on direct 
hit. Some time after, a truck from 
Waichow, evidently after dark and 
not knowing the bridge was wreck- 
ed, ran over the breach and turn- 
ed upside down snto the stream ten 
or more fect below, the occupants 
being drowned. Of course all trucks 
nnd buses on the Waichow ‘side of 
this break in the highway have been 
taken nnd put into service by the 
Jupanese army. 


“The remainder of the way to 
Cheungmuktou the fear of robbers 
was very apparent... Indeed, anyone 
who was not personally known was 
Icoked upon with suspicion by the 
villagers, who wore still occupying 
thelr homesteads Qnd tending thelr 
ripening harvest of rice, which scem-~- 
ed to be in the finest condition when 
I passed. When I enquired about 
trains from Cheungmuktau to Hong- 
kong and Canton conflicting answers 
were given, some saying they were 
still running, others that they had 
been discontinued. I eventually 
found the railway stotlon was ab- 
solutely deserted; no trains had 
been running for two days or more 
ond’ the station and surroundings 
were patrolled by soldiers. 


Terror of Raids 


‘Trekking down the ratlway to- 
ward Hongkong --1- found that. most 
of the people had Ieft, while some 
were evacunting, dodging the acro-~ 
planes flying at intervals overhead. 
At must of the stations there was 
a‘eheck up on foreigners and others 
passing on the road. T’ongtaoha, 
within twenty or thirty miles of the 
Hongkong border, was reached aot 
sunset on the second day. Ifound the 
railway bridge a mass of charred 
cross ties and twisted iron-work, It 
had been blown-up and burned by 
Chinese forces ot four o'clock that 
morning. More people were in evl« 
dence there than had been the case 
to far, but they were very much 
excited and preparing to leave. 

“Everywhere inquiries were made 
concerning reports from Waichow, 


untit he found 


but dt -was diMcult for the inquir- 

ers to: accept the facts os true. 
“Further down the ne more ex- 

cltement reigned—in towns and vil- 


lages all along the way, even to the}. 


Hongkong border, thousands of on- 
xlous hearts wero longing to get to 
aofety. And finally the Dritlsh flog, 
waving .in. the Jast .rays of the sun- 
light of the Inst doy of the ‘diMeult 
journey—an: emblem ‘of peace and 
stifety.to onc who was not born 
under its domaih. en wo 

“Current reports justify the belief 
that the altnck was continuing down 
‘the East ‘River -- from: Watchow, ~* as 
{he ncroplancs came from the new 
base in Waichow and: from the coast 
4nd the constant sound of dropping 
bombs: In the direction of Shcklung 
nnd Tsengshing, wos hoard. Within 
less than one week the countryside 
Is in a distressing condition, people 
having to leave thelr ripening crops 
nnd fice .to’reglons unknown and 
overrun with refugees. Ono docs 
not have to use great imuginntlon 
to renlise the dire suffering that 
awaits countless thousands ond hun- 
dreds of thousands during thls sud- 
don invasion of Kwangtung.”

At any rate the 
time for the publication of his 
book had now arrived, and pro- 
vided with little more than a 


trunkful of manuscripts he ar-. 


rived in London. . The long anti- 
cipated ‘expose of Hongkong’s 
frailties was ao two-volumed 
affair entitled “China and the 
Chinese : Their, Religion, 
Character, Customs, Manufac- 
tures, etc,” (London, 1849). 
All the minute statistics which 
he had so painstakingly collected 
in Hongkong appear in the work, 
and although from a. perusal 
of the title one may be inclined

Biased Remarks 


His description of Hongkong 
has since become famous, for 
there is scarcely a writer upon 
the Colony’s carly history who’ 
has not quoted his biased re- 
marks at some time or other. To 
those who live in our present- 
day flourishing Colony it seoms. 
almost ludicrous that scarcely a 
century ago, according to Mr. 
Sirr, this beautiful island was 
nothing more than “an arid,’ 
fetid, broiling spot.” But those 
who wish to pursue the subje 
further should read Mr. Sirr's 
two volumes to be found in thé 
Public Library, and while thoy} 
will be amused at his remarkable} 
candour in discussing the Colony& 
in which they live, and amazed 
at his ruthless condemnation of % 
it, they cannot avoid being im- 
pressed at his obvious sincerity. . 


This work, it may be mentioned, 


was not the only literary attack, 
the author made. upon Hong

As for Mr, Sirr, he seems 0.

Tho reception of 
his book by -the public did not 
prove as favourable as he had 
anticipated, for, all things said 
and done, the average English- 
man at Home did not care one 
iota whether Hongkong was as 
bad as Mr. Sirr affirmed it to be 
or not.

I base my opinion that the enemy 
will only bomb military objectives 
onthe sume theory that Haldane 
forms hls opinion that gas will not 
be used—that the enemy will do us 
more damage and obtain a greater 
milltary gain by bombing our docks, 
railways and food stores, 

I dectare therefore that we svlll not 
suffer in the same way as the 
Spaniards from air raids unless we 
fore both the command of the air 
and also have no ammunitlon for 
our guns.

Secrecy and economy are the two 
main factors which dictate the use 
of codes. Many firms, for instance, 
allot code-words to articles to facill- 
tate thelr being ordered by telegram. 

Most of us are famillar with the 
codes used in many shops which 
enable an assistant to glance at o 
price tickct, bearing one or two 
Jetters which convey nothing to us, 
and say, “This one Is 26 lid, alr," 
or “That will come. in a bit dearer, 
madam—fs 6d.” 

But then the assistant has the key 
to the code, often simply the altoca- 
tlon of a letter of the alphabet to 
each of the figures 0-9. 


Changing the Key ; 


Frequent visits to any particular 
shop, however, are not likely to 
Iend to our discovering the key, as 
most of the shops employing such 
codes change the key regularly. 


Wholesale houses are users of 
somewhat similar codes in the cata- 
logues Sssucd to retailers, so that the 
Intter may show them to customers 
without divulging thelr cost price. 

Probably the largest users of codes 
ore firms ‘engaged in the import and 
export trades, where codes ure em- 
ployed dally in the recespt nnd dis- 
patch of cablegrams, 


There are several well-known 
standard ‘codes in internutlonal use 
where words or combinatlon of Iet- 
ters are allotted to the various

Waichow city benring the Japancse 
guns and nmmunition. 


Communications Cut 


Continuing he said: “Aftcr Teach- 
ing the Chen Kong bus stntlon, ten 
miler south-west of Watchow, 
continued towards Cheungmuktayu, 
but still along the horlzon toward 
Boddha Pass (Fut-tsz-au) and Tam- 
shul was silhouetted a line of infan- 
try, cnvairy, mounted guns, ete, 
bound for the new base In Waichow. 
Incidentally the bus station was in 
compiecte ruins and the open ‘space 
nbout furnished n convenient resting 
place for the marchers, who ‘ha 
several armoured tanks with them, 


“Finally renching Tung Kok-Creek, 
fifteen miles down the Cheungmuk- 
tau road, I found a Jopanese acro- 
plane grounded, which the villagers 
sald wrecked itself by diving too 
low while attacking the concrete 
btidge, The bridge, however was 
broken in the middie by o direct 
hit. Some time after, a truck from 
Waichow, evidently after dark and 
not knowlng the bridge was wreck- 
ed, ran over the breach and turn- 
ed upside down into the strcam ten 
or more feet below, the occupants 
being drowned. Of course all trucks 
and buses on the Waichow side of 
this brenke in the highway have been 
taken and put Into service by the 
Japanese army. 


“The remainder of the way to 
Cheungmuktau the fear of robbers 
was very apparent. Indeed, anyone 
who was not personally known was 
looked upon with suspliclon by the 
villagers, who were still occupying 
their homesteads and tending thelr 
ripening harvest of rice, which scem~ 
ed to be in the finest condition when 
‘I passed. When 1 enquired about 
trains from Cheungmuktau to Hong- 
hong and Canton conflicting answers 
were given, some saying ,they were 
still running, others that they had 
been discontinued, I eventually 
found the railway station was ob- 
tolutely deserted; ‘no tralns hod 
been running for two days or more 
and the station and surroundings 
were patrolled by soldiers. 


Terror of Raids 


“Trekking down the railwny to- 
ward Hongkong If found that most 
of the people had left, while some 
were evacuating, dodging the acro- 
planes flying ot intervals overhead, 
At most of the stations there was 
n check up on forcigners and others 
rond, T’ongtaoha, 
thirty miles of the 
Hongkong border, waa reached at 
sunset on the second day. Ifound the 
railway bridge a mass of charred 
cross ties and twisted lron-work. It 
had been blown up anc burned by 
Chinese forces at four o'clock that 
morning, More people were in evl- 
dence there than hod been the case 
so far, but they were very much 
excited and preparing to leave.

Canton, Oct, 19 

The Shamcen authorities have halt- 
ed the influx of cargocs to the island 
by means of a Munleipal decree. 
Residents huve been adviscd that the 
system of rationing food and fucl 
uutomatically " becomes effective In 
case of emergency, and firms have 
been asked to appoint one individual 
to whom rations can be issued. 

Thousands of boat people who 
clustered around the Sstand have now 
been ordered away from this sem- 
blance of safcty, ag the Council has 
decreed clearance of the river. : 

Meanwhile, the American and Brl- 
tish Consuls-Gencral have sent a 
message to the Japanese Consul 
General In Hongkong to the effect 
that the International Committce 
under Mr. J. M. Henry (American) 
and the Rev. EB.

Me: Henry Charles Sirr 

was born in County 
Cork, Ireland about the 
year 1815... He was @ 
member of a wealthy and 
influential family who saw 
that he received the. best 
possible education, sending 
him tothe University of 
Dublin, where he- graduated 
B. A. in 1888. His college 
studies were intended to 
prepare him for the profes- 
sion of law, and after his 
successful admission to the 
Irish Bar, he determined to 
go out to the Far East, lured 
no doubt by those won- 
drous tales which were 
being circulated about the 
opportunities ‘to be ‘found 
in Her” Majesty’s newly 
opened Crown Colony of 
Hongkong. 


More Lucrative 
Career 


Mr. Sirr arrived here on May 
29, 1844, in company with 
several other young barristers 
who had come to the East in 
search of fame and fortune. All 
were armed with official com- 
missions as H. B. M. Consuls to 
China, but no sooner had they 
arrived in Hongkong than they 
decided that after all a far more 
lucrative career was to be se- 
cured in the profession of 
law, and proceeded to throw 
up their government. appoint- 
ments and set themselves up as 
practising barristers, He was 
admitted to the practice of Jaw 
at the first sessions of the 
1844. This was-a historic occa- 
sion, indeed, and some of those 
first barristers . who were ad- 
mitted to practice at this time 
were associated with the legal 
profession for many years in the 
Colony. “Most of: them, too, 
achieved successful careers, and 
their names are numbered 
among those who had visions of 
the eventual prosperity of Hong-

' The real reason, however, for 
his sudden departure for Home 
in 1848, wos apparently the 
downfall ‘of Mr. *Percy Caulin- 
court McSwyney, ai fellow- 
countryman, and like himself a 
barrister... Mr. Sirr felt much 
sympathy for Mr. McSwyney, 
who in a few brief years had 
fallen from a position of wealth 
into a state of the most hopeless 
ignominy, and determined to 
“shake the dust of the Colony 
from his fect.” At any rate the 
time for the publication of his 
book had now arrived, and pro- 
‘vided. with little more than a 
trunkful of manuscripts he ar- 
rived in London. The long anti- 
cipated expose of Hongkong’s 
frailties was a_ two-volumed 
affair entitled “China and the 
Chinese : Their Religion, 
Character, Customs, Manufac- 
tures, etc,” (London, 1849). 
All the minute statistics which 
he had go painstakingly collected 
in Hongkong appear in the work, 
and” although froma” perusal 
of the title one may be inclined

His description of Hongkong 
has since become famous, for 
there is scarecly a writer upon 
the Colony’s early history who. 
has not quoted his biased re 
marks at some time or other. To 
those who live in ‘our present- 
day flourishing Colony it seems 
almost ludicrous that scarcely a 
century ago, according to Mr. 
Sirr, this beautiful island was — 
nothing more than “an arid,. 
fetid, broiling spot.” But those 
who wish to pursue the subject 
further should read Mr. Sirr’s 
two volumes to be found in the 
Public Library, and while thoy 
will be amused at his remarkable- 
candour in discussing the Colony 
in which they live, and amazed 
at his ruthless condemnation of 
it, they cannot avoid being im- 
pressed at his obvious sincerity.

As for Mr. Sirr, he seems fo.

as a barrister. The reception of 
his book by the public did not 
Prove as favourable as he: had 
anticipated, for, all things said 
and done, the average English- 
man at Home did not care one 
iota whether Hongkong was as 
bad ag.Mr. Sirr affirmed it to be 
or not. The world was too 
large, and Her Majesty's posses- 
sions too far flung, to worry 
about a little dot of soil “out 
somewhere near tho coast of 
Chiney,” and after all, life in 
good old England was all that.

mee JAPANESE THIS MORNING appeared to be pushing on Canton 
from two directions. ; 

But thoir drive, which has carried them almost cighty miles inland 
from Bias Bay in a week, is expected to come to a sudden halt to-day, when 
they will como up against the main line of defences of the City of Rams. 

These defences, which have been in course of preparation for 
over three years, comprise-a system of fortifications and interlaced 
trenches, with strong protection against tanks and enemy aircraft. 


The flower of Kwangtung and Kwangsi’s forces have 


already manned the defence 


lines, awaiting the approach 


of the enemy, who are being held up as long as possible 
by isolated and inadequate Chinese battalions. 

The two lines along which the Japanese appear to 
be driving towards Canton are, firstly, along the highway

A WARNING against the com-

Secrecy and economy are the two 
main factors which dictate the uso 
of codes, Mony firms, for instance, 
allot code-words to articles to faciti- 
tate thelr being ordered by telegram. 
- Most of us are familiar with the 
codes used: In many shops which 
enable an assistant to glance at o 
price ticket, bearlng one or two 
Ietters which convey nothing to us, 
and say, “This ono {is 2s lid, rir,” 
or “That will come In a bit dearer, 
madam—93 6d." 

But then the assistant has the key 
to the code, often simply the alloca- 
tion of a Ietter of the alphabet to 
ench of the figures 0-9. : 


Changing the Key 


Frequent visits to any particular 
shop, however, are not likely to 
lend to our discovering the key, 95 
most of the shops employing such 
codes change the key regularly. 


Wholesale houses are users of 
somewhat similar codes in the cata- 
logues issucd to retailers, so that the 
Intter may show them to ‘customers 
without divulging their cost price. 

Probubly the largest uscrs of codes 
are firms ‘engaged in the Import ond 
export trades, where codes ure cm- 
ployed daily in the recelpt and dis- 
patch of cablegrams. : 


There are several well-known 
standard codes in International use 
where words or combinatlon of Jet- 
ters are allotted to the various 
words, sentences, phrases, values, 
etc, most generally employed In 
bualness. 


These codes are extremely com 
prehensive, and enable messages to 
ce sent ot 2 fraction of what their 
cost would be if plain language 
were used, but even more compre-

. His description’ of Hongkong 
has since become famous, for 
there is scarcely a writer upon 
the .Colony’s carly history who 
has not quoted his biased re- 
marks at some time or other. To 
those who live in our present- 
day flourishing Colony it seems 
almost ludicrous that scarcely a 
century ago, according: to Mr. 
Sirr, this beautiful island was 
nothing more than “an arid, 
fetid, broiling spot.” But those 
who wish to pursue the subject 
further should read Mr. Sirr’s 
tivo volumes to be found in the 
Public Library, and while they 
will be amused at his remarkable 
candour int discussing the Colony 
in which they live, and amazed 
at his. ruthless condemnation of 
it, they cannot avoid being [m- 
pressed at his ebvious. sincerity. .. 
This work, it may be mentioned, 
was not the only literary attack, 
the author made upon Hong- 
kong, for in the Dublin Univer- 
sity Magazine, of July 1847, 
may be found a rather amusing 
skit on the Colony’s first G. 
0. C., Major General D’Aguilar 
who heroically attempted—but 
failed lamentably—to curb the 
strident matutinal ‘strect calls 
and hawkers’ cries which disturb 
the slumbers of so many a 
modern resident. : :

troops in Kwangtung for the defence 
of South China.” 


That is precisely the point, says the 
caper. The troops are concentrated 
upon the Yangtse, and anyone 
familar with traffle conditions on the 
Hankow-Canton railway must regard 
with considerable scepticism the 
prospects even of the most determined 
of Ieaders of “rushing” anything any- 
where on that Ine. 


The situation, adds the newspaper, 
admits of little delay. The Japanese 
have moved rapidly and accuratcly. 
Tt is understandable that ttle op- 
position was offered to thelr landing 
under naval guns, to which there 
could be but a scant rejolnder. 


But that the Japanese could sever 
the Canton-Kowloon railway so 
quickly was not expected in most 
avarters, It seems plain enough that 
something thus far has been gravely 
wrong with the Chinese defence.
